37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's proposed claim amendments to the independent claims 
to overcome the statutory double patenting applied by the examiner. The proposed amendment overcame the double 
patenting rejection; however, an obviousness-type double patenting would be applied. Applicant's proposed filing a 
terminal disclaimer to remedy this. The Moon reference was explained as not being prior art because moon uses a 
paging channel and a long code generator, whereas the instant application uses a High Speed Shared Control 
Channel and a user equipment ID. The principal behind the Moon reference is different than that being claimed in the 
instant application. Upon filing a formal response, further searching will be performed. 
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
